CITY AND COUNTY OFFICIAL PAPER. 


W EDNESDAY 
SEPT. 9, 1874. 


Th e State election is about a year 
In the future, yet the political pot is 
beginuing to simmer. 


T h e San Francisco Examiner is con­ 
fident there will be a Democratie vic­ 
tory In Nevada this Fall. 
W il l i a m 
S h a ro v don’t intend it shall go that 
way. 


S a n ta B a r r a r a and Bakersfield 
are playing at railroad. They propose 
to build a narrow-gauge out from the 
sea, across the m ountain and down 
into the valley to Bakersfield. Up to 
latest advices, the enterprise had de­ 
veloped some lively talk and several 
suggestive and congratulatory letters. 
It is probable the road will be built as 
soon as the parties interested can agree 
upon the route. 


To-day, September 9th, is the 25th 
anniversary of the admission of Cali­ 
fornia into the Union of States. Those 
who struck the pay-dirt early and 
saved their dust have cause to rejoice; 
but the many whose claims never paid 
and who, after rolling boulders for 
years, have finally settled down to 
hard labor and small wages will not 
see anything particularly amusing in 
the annual recurrence of September 
9th. 


T h e Express does not deny that it 
proposed to the H e r a l d to put in but 
one bid for the city printing and then 
decide by chance which ofiice should 
have it, but claims that its proposition 
was a “ fair and honest one.” 
Meas­ 
ured by the Express code of morals 
and estimated by its business standard 
the scheme may have been a “fair 
and honest one” but we doubt If the 
majority of the people of Los Angeles 
will see it in just that light. 


The Castac Mines, Again. 


It is scarcely two months since op­ 
erations were commenced to develop 
these valuable gold mines, which have 
so long been considered unavailable 
from want of water, and the work has 
been steadily progressing. A wagon 
road has been made to the head of the 
ditch to enable the company to put 
the lumber for fluming on the ground 
before the W inter rains render the 
cañón impassable. 
The m ain ques­ 
tion, however, in such an enterprise 
in this section of the State is, have 
you sufficient water in the mountains 
that can be made available ? The 
water supply is to be derived from the 
Elizabeth Lake and springs flowing 
into the t ’astac cafion; and, after a 
thorough investigation has been pro­ 
nounced ample by experienced miners 
and engineers. 
The construction of 
this ditch lias been entrusted to Mr. 
A. D. F o r d , a gentleman whose en­ 
ergy and skill have overcome every 
obstacle and demonstrated his entire 
competency for the task he has under­ 
taken, even without the reputation he 
lias already earned by his connec­ 
tion with the San Gabriel ditch. A 
little over six miles of the ditch has 
been staked oft' leaving but three or 
four possibly to complete it. 
The 
ground is for the most part good 
ditching; the fluming will be chiefly 
in the upper part of the cañón, and 
Mr. F o r d has run the ditch at such an 
elevation as to make this compara­ 
tively easy. One quarter inch fall is 
allowed for each twelve feet in length, 
which will leave about one hundred 
and fifty feet fall at the mines. The 
ditch has been laid out along several 
gravel beds that are believed to be 
rich in gold, but have not yet been 
prospected, the men being busy and 
the labor of packing the dirt great. 
The 
probabilities 
are that “ pay 
ground” will be reached long before 
the ditch reaches its proposed term i­ 
nus. Extensive deposits of asbestos 
have also been discovered and taken 
up, which in time will add greatly to 
the business in this neighborhood. A 
new impetus will also be given to the 
Placeritos, and other mines in the vi­ 
cinity of Lyon’s Station, among which 
are those of Messrs. M. K r a s z y n s k i 
and A. J. K r a s z y n s k i, who have ex­ 
tensive oil claims also close to the 
Station, w ith the most extensive sur­ 
face indications yet discovered. The 
Spangler well has been reamed out to 
seven and a half inches, preparatory 
to putting in large casing to shut off 
surface water and overcome the diffi­ 
culties encountered by the caving in 
of loose shale. The well will again be 
in running order in a week or two. 
We learn that several other oil com­ 
panies are about to commence opera­ 
tions near Lyon’s Station. This is as 
it should be, and indicates a com­ 
mendable spirit in the capitalists of 
Los Angeles, who begin to realize 
what an immense source of wealth 
they have so long overlooked. Now 
is the tim e to push the development 
of the oil territory, as the attention of 
Eastern men has been directed to this 
point, many of whom only wait for a 
fair test, something th at will demon­ 
strate that oil does exist here in pay­ 
ing quatities, to throw all their energy 
and capital into this lucrative pursuit. 
It is hard for an oil operator to under­ 
stand why it lias been neglected, and 
the backwardness and apparent want 
of confidence of those most interested, 
has an unfavorable effect. 
We are 
glad, therefore, to see the present 
movements afoot, and hope that all 
will be pushed vigorously to a success­ 
ful term ination, and th at California 
will not only produce her own oil, but 
sufficient to supply the whole coast 
and Chinese trade. 


“ Herald.” Council and Assessor. 


In compliance with its determina­ 
tion to m aintain the right under all 
circumstances, the H e r a l d has found 
it necessary on more than one occa­ 
sion to defend the Council against 
what appeared 
to 
be 
the unjust 
aspersions 
of 
the 
Evening 
Ex­ 
press, and 
while 
we shall 
con­ 
tinue 
to 
uphold 
the 
economic 
policy of the Council In a general 
sense, we cannot avoid the conviction 
that the action of that body in voting 
the City Assessor $700 in excess of hiB 
salary Is without the w arrant of law. 
It is possible th at the officer has 
earned more and is deserving more 
than $500, bnt we cannot find nor do 
we believe any one will be able to find 
the law which invests the Council 
with authority to pay him more. 
Section 8 of Chapter 2 of the “Charter 
and Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Los Angeles” fixes the salaries of the 
city officers for the year ending April 
30, 1870. No ordinance affecting that 
of the City Assessor lias been passed 
since. The same is true of the Mayor 
and other officer’s salaries and they 
draw to-day just 
the same 
sal­ 
ary 
fixed 
for 
1870. 
Provision 
is 
made 
for 
a 
modification 
or 
increase 
of 
the salary of 
some 
city officers, but the Assessor is not 
one of them and it is conceded by 
good judges that it was the intention 
of the ordinance to fix the Assessor’s 
salary not only for 1870 but for each 
succeeding year, or until the passage 
of another ordinance changing or nul­ 
lifying the one named. 
In his “To 
the Public” the Assessor says in 1871 
he was allowed $700; in 1872 $800, and 
in 1873 $1,000, but he does not cite the 
law or ordinance on which the money 
was received.

part of the Assessor th at he liad re­ 
ceived each year more than the $500 
fixed by ordinance, and the failure to 
show any law why be should receive 
more than that amount ought to settle 
the point in the controversy. 
W e 
have never claimed nor do we now 
claim that the assessment of this city 
should be made for $500, but we be­ 
lieve the suggestion of Mr. B e a u d r y 
a very proper one, th at no additional 
sum should be paid until the Council 
informed itself that the Assessor had 
performed his work well. 
W hen he 
assesses land for $300 per acre and the 
land adjonining sells for $2,500 per 
acre there is an error of jndgm ent 
somewhere. Although real estate has 
advanced an of average fifteen per cent 
throughout the city w ithin the last 
year, yet it is a notable fact th at ac­ 
cording to the Assessor’s books Gov­ 
ernor D o w n e y is not worth as much 
now’ by many thousaud dollars as he 
was last year. The first of those in­ 
stances may be an error of judgm ent 
iu the part of the purchaser of the 
laud adjoining, and the other may be 
explained by the Assessor in his “To 
the Public,” where lie says: 
The properties of the poor, being m ostly ac­ 
tually occupied, present them selves openly to 
the public eye, w hile m uch of the property of 
the rich is hidden even from the searching 
eye of the Assessor; not to m ention the fact, 
th a t the rich property holder is m ore liable to 
forget, now and then, one of his num erous 
lots, th an the poor m a n to overlook the sm all 
space he dw ells upon. 
There is a sort of implied apology 
for the non-assessment of the rich in 
that paragraph, but we will let It pass 
without comment. In his “ To the 
Public” the Assessor refers m any a 
tim e and oft to certain maps which 
he thinks the city ought to have fur­ 
nished, but as it did not, he fur­ 
nished 
himself 
at 
11 considerable 
expense.” 
We are afraid that if the 
Assessor obtained these maps at “con­ 
siderable expense,” he has been im ­ 
posed upon, for a gentlem an of some 
experience in map m aking assures us 
th at lie will furnish a set of such maps 
for $75, and make money on the job. 
“ To the Public ” also says: “ In m ak­ 
ing the county State list, section 3,658 
of the Code says: ‘ The Board of Su­ 
pervisors must provide maps for the 
use of the Assessor.’ 
All of which 
means th at the City Council m ust pro­ 
vide maps for the use of the Assessor.” 
All of which may be true, but the 
Code says nothing about the Council 
or city maps. 
W e understand that 
the Assessor says, though it is not so 
stated in “ To the Public,” that liad 
the Council allowed his claim of $1,590, 
he would have donated those invalua­ 
ble maps to the city. This may have 
been the Assessor’s intention, but we 
have not been able to find a Council­ 
man, city officer, nor any one to whom 
he expressed such intention, prior to 
the announcement on the part of the 
Mayor that he would not sign a war­ 
rant tor $1,590, nor for more than $1,­ 
200; no m atter what the action of the 
Council m ight be. We will let this 
pass, also, and close this controversy 
w ith the statem ent that, while we do 
not charge the Council, nor any num ­ 
ber of its members, w ith a reckless 
handling of the people's money, we 
believe it would have been the better, 
safer and wiser plan to hhve adopted 
the suggestion of Mr. B e a u d r y , and 
withheld a portion of the rem unera­ 
tion claimed by the Assessor until it 
was known that he had faithfully and 
im partially performed his duty. 


Mokelumne Hill in Ashes.

M okelum ne H i l l , Sept. 5.—A fire 
occurred here yesterday at 2 p. m., 
which nearly reduced the entire town 
to ashes. The fire started iu the Chi­ 
nese quarter, and a heavy wind which 
was prevailing at the tim e soon spread 
the flames to such an extent th at the 
exertions of the Fire Department were 
rendered of no avail in staying the 
conflagration. The firemen, after bat­ 
tling bravely with the flames, were 
finally compelled to withdraw, owing 
to the extreme heat and the rapidity 
with which the fire swept from one 
place to another. Thus building after 
building was quickly devoured, until 
there was little more rem aining of 
Mokelumne than a heap of smoulder­ 
ing ruins. The loss is estimated so far 
at $180,000.

The Constantine was delayed beyond 
her expected hour of arrival yester­ 
day, and had not reached Wilmington 
at ouf latest report in the evening.

We learn that Dr. J. T. Wells will 
shortly leave our city to associate 
himself with his brother, who lias a 
drug store with fine business at Mon­ 
terey. The Doctor will leave many 
friends in Los Angeles. 
The teachers of the Spring-street 
school are endeavoring to raise a fund 
by contribution to lay platforms, con­ 
struct benches and arrange other con­ 
veniences for the children in the school 
yard. For this purpose they have 
sent notes to the parents of the schol­ 
ars, asking for the sum of twenty-live 
cents from each. It is to be iioped 
that tiie small amount required will 
thus be secured, and the children very 
greatly benelitted by it in the coming 
w'et season. 
To the milkman who desires to find 
a way out of his dilemma imposed by 
the city hitehing-post ordinance we 
have a suggestion to make. He can 
provide himself with a five-pound 
weight and attach it to a hitcliing- 
strapof sufficient length to reach from 
the horse’s head where fastened to the 
wagon. With tliis arrangement lie 
can drop his weight on the ground at 
any place with the slightest possible 
trouble and his animal is tied, to all 
intents and purposes in compliance 
with the ordinance. 
A young America about twelve 
years of age, was heard from yester­ 
day in the commercial world. He 
had a twenty dollar gold piece in his 
possession, and with it was trying to 
bargain with a gentleman on Fort 
street for a eoli. The gentleman was 
naturally a little surprised that a boy 
of his age should be possessed with so 
much money, and instituted inquiries 
concerning the matter. He found that 
tm the day previous the boy had had 
two twenty dollar pieces, and that one 
of the double eagles went for candy, 
witli which he regaled ail of his youth­ 
ful companions. The young sport will 
have an examination into his finan­ 
cial atfairs to-day, and no doubt will 
he cempelled to suspend payment for 
a brief term. 
We have commented several times 
upon the evil results of keeping 
viscious dogs within the city limits to 
the danger and annoyance of pedes­ 
trians. We have now to chronicle 
another occurrence which deserves 
the attention of the proper authorities, 
and provisions by them against its re­ 
currence either in this or similar cases. 
Yesterday while Mrs. Dawes and two 
childred were coming down Temple 
street and passing a house near the 
Episcopal church, a large dog sprang 
out of the yard and attacked one of 
the children, a little boy. The ani­ 
mal seized the child by the face, its 
upper teetli entering near the temple, 
and the lower beneath the jaw, indict­ 
ing a terrible wound before lie could 
be driven off. Yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Dawes instituted a suit before 
Justice Gray against the owner of the 
dog for maintaining a public nuisance. 
A man who will knowingly keep a dan­ 
gerous animal of that kind in the city 
ought to bo kicked to death by crip­ 
ples. 
The Express states that the sudden 
deatli of Carl Luther, at Ban Fernando 
last Saturday, arose, as ascertained by 
the Coroner’s inquest, from a variety 
of causes. He had been for several 
days troubled with dysentery, and was 
in a state of great physical and ner­ 
vous debility. While in this condi­ 
tion he had been bitten in a very 
tender and vital part by a spider, re­ 
sulting in great pain of body and an­ 
guish of mind, the whole so seriously 
reacting on his nervous system, as to 
throw him into a state of coma from 
which he could not recover. Although 
the bite of the spider was not of itself 
sufficient to have produced death, yet 
it is believed he would have recovered 
had he not been bitten. Carl Luther 
was an old man nearly sixty years of 
age, a native of Germany, and has 
just started into business at San Fer­ 
nando, where he had a bakery and 
restaurant. He leaves an estate worth 
about $1,000, and his partner has ap­ 
plied for letters of administration. 


Edward Moore was tried yesterday 
in the County Court, for attempting 
to take the life of a Chinaman, one of 
Judge O’Melveny’s servants, some 
time since. The jury first took under 
consideration the subject of Moore’s 
sanity, and after hearing evidence and 
duly considering the matter, they re­ 
turned with the verdict, “ We, the 
jury, find that the defendant is sane.’’ 
The case then proceeded to trial in 
regular form, and after the arguments 
had been closed and the jurors clos­ 
eted, “ we, the jury,” came in with a 
verdict acquitting the defendant on the 
ground of insanity! “Oh, consistency, 
thou art a jewel!” As an eminent 
Jurist once remarked, “ The ways of 
the Almighty and a Jury are past find­ 
ing out;” and again: 
“Strongs what a difference can be 
’Twixt tweedle-dum and tweedle-dee."

A ghost that spooks around the 
Catholic church is the latest sensation 
at St. Helena. 
The White Sulphur Spring Hotel, 
at St. Helena, is to bo closed for the 
season on the 10th instant. 
Seventy Indians are employed pick­ 
ing the hop crop of J. I). Grant and 
Mr. Richardson, near the town of 
Healdsburg. 
Considerable excitement prevails in 
and around Grayson, Stanislaus coun­ 
ty, over the discovery of cinnabar. 
The Chinese cigar factory at Vallejo, 
after a desperate struggle of six 
months for existence, lias closed. 
Grasshoppers have made their ap­ 
pearance in the plaza at Truckee, an 
unusual phenomenon i:i that section. 
The Gilroy Consolidated Cigar Fac­ 
tory manufactured 200,000and shipped 
250,000 cigars for the month of August. 
A woman giving the name of Mrs. 
Bowman was seriously injured at Sac­ 
ramento, on Friday, by being thrown 
from a wagon. 
H. H. Johnson, of San Luis Obispo 
county, says that grasshoppers eat the 
leaves of the castor-oil plant and die 
promptly. 
Thomas C. Call is, of Carpenteria, 
Santa Barbara county, sowed twenty- 
nine acres of land in barley, about the 
middle of last January, with fifty 
pounds of seed to the acre. From this 
field he harvested over seventy bush­ 
els to the acre. 
W. N. Roberts, of La Patera, sowed 
about fifteen acres last Spring, with 
mixed barley and alfalfa seed, on 
adobe soil, and, after cutting off" a 
heavy crop of barley, now finds the 
alfalfa springing up through the hard, 
dry earth without a drop of water. 
In 18(>6 there were twelve school 
districts in Los Angeles county, and 
now there are forty-five. In 1866 there 
were oufy 5,502 children in the whole 
county between the age of five and 
tiiteen years; this year there are 7,060 
between live and seventeen years; 
and in the city alone there are 2,411 
school children. 
The people ol' San Jose are some­ 
what excited over a fracas which oc­ 
curred in that city last week between 
General Naglee and the City Assessor, 
arising from tiie circumstances con­ 
nected with the assessment of the 
General’s property.
